els, is made up in the form of hard, solid 
brick-like lumps, which are supposed to 
consist of the stems and leaves of our 
ordinary tea-plant. But. in the majority 
of cases, brick tea is merely the off-sc-our- 
ings of the tea plantation, together with 
ust and adulteration of endless other 
plants. There is little of the crisp, early 
tea leaves to be found in the lumps. 
When tea is to be made pieces are 
chipped off the bricks and imuien-ed in
